Intelligence officials around the 
world narrowly thwarted an al- 
Qaeda mail bomb plot last month, 
intercepting two explosive packag- 
es shipped from Yemen. 

But it was a tip from Saudi intel- 
ligence, not cargo screening, that 
turned up the bombs before they 
could take down airplanes. Com- 
pany employees in Yemen were not 
required to X-ray the printer car- 
tridges the explosives were hid- 
den inside. Instead, they looked 
at the printers and sent them off,

No charges for top

A special prosecutor cleared the 
CIA’s former top clandestine officer 
and others Tuesday of any charg- 
es for destroying agency video- 
tapes showing waterboarding of 
terror suspects, but he continued 
an investigation into whether the 
harsh questioning went beyond 
legal boundaries.

Later, President Obama’s attor- 
ney general, Eric Holder, added 
the inquiry into the conduct of the 
harsh questioning. 

A team of prosecutors and FBI 
agents led by Durham has con- 
ducted an exhaustive investiga- 
tion into the matter, said Matthew 
Miller, chief Justice Department 
spokesman. 

“As a result of that investiga- 
tion, Mr. Durham has concluded 
that he will not pursue criminal 
charges for the destruction of the 
interrogation videotapes,” Miller

Hidden in Plain Sight 



Smart says detective 
tried to see behind her 
veil but backed down 

Salt Lake City 

Elizabeth Smart told jurors Tues- 
day that a Salt Lake City police 
detective tried to see behind her 
veil but backed down when the 
man accused of kidnapping her 
said her face was hidden for reli- 
gious reasons. 

“I was mad at myself, that I 
didn’t say anything,” she said on her 
second day of testimony in the feder- 
al trial of Brian David Mitchell. 

Smart, now 23, was 14 when 
she was taken at knifepoint in June 
2002 while sleeping. Nine months 
later, motorists spotted her walk- 
ing in a Salt Lake City suburb with 
Mitchell. 

Mitchell, 57, faces life in pris- 
on if he is convicted of kidnapping 
and unlawful transportation of a 
minor across state lines with the 
intent to engage in criminal sex- 
ual activity. 

The close call happened months 
after her abduction. The detective 
had approached a robed Smart sit- 


In Plain Sight 

The close call with the detective 
was the first of many trips out for 
Elizabeth Smart, with Brian David 
Mitchell essentially hiding a white- 
robed Smart, whose face was hidden 
behind the veil. It also came within 
weeks of Mitchell’s July 24 plan to 
kidnap one of Smart’s cousins, Olivia 
Wright. The attempt was thwarted 
when Mitchell tried to get through a 
window of the home but pushed over 
knickknacks from the windowsill and 
woke the sleeping household, (ap) 


ting at a library table and asked 
whether he could look under the 
veil she wore across her face. Mitch- 
ell stood between Smart and the 
detective. “He said that it was not 
allowed in our religion.” she said. 

The detective pressed. 

“He asked if he could be a part 
of our religion for a day, just so he 
could see my face, just so he could 
go back [to the police station] and 
say, ‘no it wasn’t Elizabeth Smart’,” 
she said. Mitchell stated again firm- 
ly that it would not be allowed. The 
detective gave up and left. Smart

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Pentagon Can’t Explain ‘Missile’ 


Defense Department 
doesn’t know what 
left vapor trail in Calif. 

Washington 

The Pentagon said Tuesday it was 
trying to determine whether a mis- 
sile was launched Monday off the 
coast of Southern California and, 
if so, who might have fired it. 

Spokesmen for the Navy, Air 
Force and other military organiza- 
tions said they were looking into a 
video posted on the CBS News web- 
site that shows an object shooting 
across the sky and leaving a large 


contrail, or vapor trail, over the 
Pacific Ocean. 

The video was shot by a KCBS 
helicopter, the station said Tues- 
day. 

“Nobody within the Department 
of Defense that we’ve reached out to 
has been able to explain what this 
contrail is, where it came from,” 
Pentagon spokesman Col. Dave 
Lapan said. 

Lapan said that “all indica- 
tions” are that the Department of 
Defense was not involved within 
the mystery object, and that the 
contrail might have been creat- 
ed by something flown by a pri- 
vate company.

Normally, any missile test would 
require notification so that mari- 
ners and pilots could be warned, 
but that may not have been done 
in this case, Lapan said. 


“It does seem implausible, and 
that’s why, at this point, the opera- 
tive term is ‘unexplained’,” he said. 
“Nobody ... within the Depart- 
ment of Defense ... has been able to 
explain what this contrail is.” 

The North American Aerospace 
Defense Command issued a state- 
ment jointly with the U.S. Northern 
Command saying that the contrail 
was not the result of a foreign mili- 
tary launching a missile. It provid- 
ed no further details. 

“We can confirm that there is no 
threat to our nation, and from all 
indications, this was not a launch 
by a foreign military,” the state- 
ment said. PAULINE JELINEK (AP)

Cholera Enters Haiti’s Capital 



Dire conditions turn 
camps into a ‘flash 
point’ for outbreak 

Port-au-Prince, Haiti 

A cholera epidemic has spread into 
Haiti’s capital, imperiling near- 
ly 3 million people living in Port- 
au-Prince, nearly half of them 
in unsanitary tent camps for the 
homeless from the Jan. 12 earth- 
quake. 

Health authorities said on Mon- 
day that tests confirmed a 3-year- 
old boy from a quake refugee tent 
camp who hadn’t been out of the 
city had caught the disease. More 
than 100 other suspected cholera 
cases among city residents also 
were being tested. 

The outbreak has already killed 
at least 544 people in Haiti, Health 
Ministry Executive Director Gabri- 
el Timothee said. 

Timothee said many of the 
patients hospitalized in the capital 
with cholera are believed to have 
recently arrived from the Artibo- 
nite Valley, where more than 6,400 


cases have been recorded. 

At least 114 of the people thought 
infected in the capital are in Cite 


Soleil, the shantytown at the cap- 
ital’s far northeastern edge and its 
closest point to the valley. 


8,138 

The number of confirmed cases of 
cholera in Haiti. Tens of thousands 
arethoughtto be infected, butonly 
about 25 percent of people infect- 
ed develop symptoms of serious 
diarrhea, vomiting and fever, (ap) 


Cholera had never been docu- 
mented in Haiti before its appear- 
ance last month. 

Officials are concerned that 
floods triggered by Hurricane 
Tomas on Friday and Saturday 
could exacerbate the spread of 
the disease, which is transmitted 
through the consumption of fecal 
matter contained in contaminat- 
ed water or food. 

Conditions in Port-au-Prince’s 
refugee camps have “deteriorated 
as a result of the storm,” Boston- 
based Partners in Health said. 

“Standing water, mud, lack of 
garbage collection, and limited 
sanitation availability make the 
camps a potential flash point for 
cholera outbreak,” the group said.

After officials reject 
request, pair plan 
to take case to court 

London 

Tom Freeman and Katherine 
Doyle are in love and want to tie 
the knot — but they don’t want to 
get married. 

The 26-year-old Londoners 
think they should be allowed to 
have a civil partnership, a form 
of legal union available in Britain 
only to same-sex couples. 

On Tuesday, after having their 
application to form a civil partner- 
ship rejected by officials at their 
town hall in Islington, north Lon- 
don, they said they will go to court 
to win the right. They are being 
backed by gay rights activists, who 
hope a ruling that allows straight 
couples the right to a civil partner- 
ship would mean, in turn, that gay 
couples have the right to wed. 

“In our day-to-day life, we feel 
like civil partners — we don’t feel

Iran offered Tuesday to resume 
nuclear talks with the United 
States and other world powers, 
though it set a possible deal-break- 
ing ground rule by insisting that a 
key international demand be left 
off the table. 

The shifting signals from Teh- 
ran — which also included sepa- 
rate announcements with different 
timetables for talks — raised ques- 
tions about whether Iran was seri- 
ously interested in reopening inter- 


national dialogue over its nuclear 
program or trying to emphasize the 
point that it would never accept a 
package requiring it halt uranium 
enrichment. 

Iran ruled out any discussion 
of a nuclear fuel exchange deal 
like the one it balked at last year

A Call for Mutual Respect 

In a long-delayed return to Indonesia, Obama reaches out to the Muslim world 


Jakarta, Indonesia 


From the most Muslim nation on 
Earth, President Obama is reach- 
ing out to the Islamic world, declar- 
ing that efforts to build trust and 
peace are showing promise but are 
still clearly “incomplete ” 

Obama on Wednesday will 
deliver one of the most person- 
al and potentially consequential 
speeches of his presidency, reflect- 
ing on his years of upbringing in 
Indonesia and giving an update 
on America’s “new beginning” 
with Muslims that he promised 
last year in Cairo. 

At the same time, the path to 
lasting peace in the Middle East 
was hardly looking smoother. A 
reminder of that 
difficult road was 
waiting for Obama 
when he landed 
here Tuesday on a 
steamy afternoon 
in Southeast Asia. 
Israel’s decision to 
build more apart- 
ments in east Jeru- 
salem, a disputed 
territory claimed by 
Palestinians, had already earned a 
rebuke from American diplomats 
before a tired, traveling president 
weighed in himself 

“I’m concerned that we’re not 
seeing each side make the extra 
effort involved to get a break- 
through,” Obama said when ques- 
tioned at a news conference along- 
side Indonesia’s president, Susilo 
Bambang Yudhoyono. 

Heavily invested and eager for 
Mideast stability, Obama insist- 
ed: “We’re going to keep on work- 
ing on it.” 

Obama’s criticism came during 
a cherished, fleeting and twice- 
delayed homecoming in Indone- 
sia. He canceled plans to come ear- 
lier this year because of domestic

reach effort as he described the 
joint efforts of the United States 
and Indonesia, saying they were 
“direct results of my call in Cairo 
for a new beginning between the 
United States and Muslim com- 
munities.” 

Overall, he said progress has 
been mixed. 

“We don’t expect that we are 
going to completely eliminate some 
of the misunderstandings and mis- 
trust that have developed ... but we 
do think that we’re on the right 
path,” he said. 

Indonesians all over this coun- 
try of more than 17,000 islands 
gathered around television sets 
in their houses, coffee shops and 
office buildings when Obama’s 
plane touched down Tuesday. 

He was to deliver his speech 
Wednesday at the University of 
Indonesia to an indoor crowd of 
about 6,000 people. An outdoor 
event was ruled out by concern over 
weather and the expected over- 
whelming crowd.

Plea in Metro Bomb Case 


Man charged in plot 
pleads not guilty; FBI 
finds radical speeches 

Washington 

A man charged with plotting with 
undercover FBI operatives to bomb 
four Northern Virginia Metro sta- 
tions pleaded not guilty Tuesday, 
while searches of his home and 
office turned up numerous speech- 
es by a radical Yemeni cleric linked 
to al- Qaeda. 

Farooque Ahmed, 34, a Paki- 
stani-born U.S. citizen and tele- 
communications worker from Lou- 
doun County, was arrested Oct. 


27 in an FBI sting operation, and 
U.S. District Judge Gerald Bruce 
Lee of the Eastern District of Vir- 
ginia ordered him held pending a 
trial April 11. 

Ahmed, dressed in a green 
prison jump suit, said little dur- 
ing a 15-minute arraignment on 
charges of attempting to provide 
material support to terrorists and 
assisting in an attack on a transit 
facility, namely providing scout- 
ing reports to FBI operatives he 
thought were agents of al- Qae- 
da and offering funds to terror- 
ist groups. 

The charges carry a maximum 
sentence of 50 years in prison. 

The office of U.S. Attorney Neil 


H. MacBride released lists of items 
recovered from a series of searches 
of the Ashburn townhouse where 
Ahmed lived with his wife, Sahar 
Mirza-Ahmed, and young child; 
his Reston cubicle for a contrac- 
tor of Ericsson; his green Honda; 
and several bank accounts. 

Agents reported seizing a dou- 
ble-barreled shotgun, a .22-cali- 
ber rifle and a .40 -caliber Smith 
& Wesson pistol; dozens of rounds 
of ammunition; and $8,000 in 
cash. 

Several CDs of lectures and 
speeches and a pamphlet by 
Anwar al-Aulaqi were also found 
among Ahmed’s belongings.

Report: Newton Cheated at UF 



College Football 

Auburn athletic director Jay Jacobs 
said a report that Tigers quarter- 
back Cam Newton faced possible 
expulsion from Florida for academ- 
ic cheating is “sad” and reiterated 
that Newton is eligible both aca- 
demically and athletically. 

“These allegations and rumors 
about Cam Newton are unfortu- 
nate and sad because they seem 
intent on tearing down the rep- 
utation of a young man who has 
done everything weVe asked him 
to do,” Jacobs said in a statement 
Tuesday. “Cam has been and con- 
tinues to be completely honest 
with us. Cam is, by all accounts, 
a great kid.” 

Foxsports.com reported Monday 
that Newton was caught cheating 
three times and was to appear for 
a hearing in front of Florida’s Stu- 
dent Committee during the spring 
semester of 2009. 


Newton transferred to Blinn 
Junior College in Brenham, Texas, 
where he played last season. 

The Heisman hopeful landed 
at Blinn after an arrest at Florida 
in November 2008. Campus police 
said he stole a $1,700 laptop then 
threw it out his dormitory window 


when officers arrived to investi- 
gate. The charges were dropped 
last December when he complet- 
ed a pretrial intervention program 
for first-time offenders.

Album Review 

In “Man on the Moon II: Legend 
of Mr. Rager,” Kid Cudi’s sopho- 
more album, the rapper attempts 
to deliver “some generation-next 
[expletive].” But with 17 songs 
about the same old stuff — models, 
drugs, the pressures of fame — Kid 
Cudi drowns in the same materi- 
al Drake covered earlier this year 
with his debut, “Thank Me Later.” 
And Drake did it a lot better. 

The whole album is a missed 
opportunity, with only glimpses 
of the ingenuity Kid Cudi showed 
with last year’s “Man on the Moon: 
The End of Day,” which displayed 
both the rapper’s pop sensibility 
and honest storytelling style. 

“Man on the Moon II: Legend of 


Mr. Rager,” however, has no such 
redemption. Its 17 tracks, bloated 
with pot references and braggado- 
cio, are rife with poorly put-together 
verses that are intolerable to listen 


to. Like its predecessor, the album 
is split into five parts — “The World

The best part of the best-ever fami- 
ly vacation was practically an after- 
thought. With just days to go before 
my parents and I left for a week on 
the Hawaiian island of Kauai, an 
e-mail from my father pinged in 
my inbox. “What do you think?” he 
wrote, pasting in a link to Hawaiian 
photos.net. 

A photo tour? I was sold. 

My goals for the trip were sim- 
ple: Spend as much time as possible 
in the ocean, drink anything that 
had rum in it, and take as many 
pictures of paradise as my camera’s 
memory card would hold. 

My dad found Vincent K. Tylor’s 
photo tour by accident while he 
scoured the Web for photographs 
taken on the picturesque island, 
hoping to sight angles in advance 
and eventually re-create the shots 
he admired. 

Tylor is a professional photog- 
rapher who has called Kauai home 
since moving there in 1997 from 
suburban Washington, D.C. 

Today, Kauai Photo Tours is one 
of two companies offering such 
excursions on the island. Tylor and 
his staff take about 1,500 people 
a year on tours of Kauai, consid- 
ered by many to be the most visu- 
ally stunning of Hawaii’s islands. 

Tours last about five hours with

a maximum of seven people in a 
group. They include up to 15 stops, 
and he wisely fills the back of his 
SUV with snacks, water, sunblock 
and bug spray, and makes a lunch 
stop during the tour. 


Tylor’s tour guides swap out 
locations depending on the weath- 
er, time of day and year, and Tylor 
keeps adding new stops to his rota- 
tion as he discovers them. 

“They can leave a real impres- 
sion on you,” he said. “It’s excit- 
ing to see people’s faces light up 
when we take them out to pho- 
tograph, or just see and enjoy, for 
themselves.” 

It’s been nearly six months since 
we took the trip to Hawaii. I spent 
the rest of the week snorkeling, sail- 
ing on a catamaran that cruised 
along the Napali Coast, and wan- 
dering small towns that dot the 
island. And Tylor was right. 

I can still close my eyes and 
imagine some of the scenes. Or I 
can just open my photo album and 
page through some of the hun- 
dreds of pictures that show the 
landscape I know I’ll never forget.

You always seem so relaxed 
in the kitchen.

I never feel relaxed in the kitch- 
en!

And maybe my years 
in the food business help. But my 
husband knows that in the 20 min- 
utes before people get there, don’t 
talk to me.

LEMON CHICKEN BREASTS 

“This is about as easy as it gets. White wine, garlic and oregano give this 
chicken great flavor. I make some basmati rice or couscous to soak up 
all those delicious lemony juices, plus a vegetable like steamed haricots 
verts and I’m done.” 


1/4 cup good olive oil 
3 tablespoons minced 
garlic (9 cloves) 

1/3 cup dry white wine 

1 tablespoon grated 
lemon zest (2 lemons) 

2 tablespoons freshly 
squeezed lemon juice 

Preheat the oven to 400 F. 

Warm the olive oil in a small saucepan over medium-low heat, add the 
garlic, and cook for just one minute — but don't allow the garlic to turn 
brown. Off the heat, add the white wine, lemon zest, lemon juice, oregano, 
thyme and 1 teaspoon salt, and pour into a 9-by-12-inch baking dish. 

Pat the chicken breasts dry and place them skin side up over the 
sauce. Brush the chicken breasts with olive oil and sprinkle them liberally 
with salt and pepper. Cut the lemon in eight wedges and tuck it among the 
pieces of chicken. 

Bake for 30 to 40 minutes, depending on the size of the chicken 
breasts, until the chicken is done and the skin is lightly browned. If the 
chicken isn’t browned enough, put it under the broiler for two minutes. 
Cover the pan tightly with aluminum foil and allow to rest for 10 minutes.

ner on the table. So, I thought Fd 
challenge myself to see if I could 
do something in each recipe that 
makes it even easier. Like risotto. 
It’s certainly not hard to stand at 
the stove for 25 minutes and stir, 
but who wants to? So, I thought Fd 
see if I can do something you can 
just throw in the oven. 

What are some of your favorite 
things to make when you’re 
pressed for time? 

One of the things I make a lot in the 
book is the lemon chicken breasts 
(see sidebar) with couscous and 
some vegetable. You really can’t 
screw it up. You basically throw it 
together and put it in the oven. 

You talk about the importance 
of a well-stocked pantry. What 
are some key items you always 
have on hand? 

I always have pasta, frozen truffle 
butter in the freezer, and all kinds 
of rices and grains like couscous 
and brown rice. What I like to do 
is have enough things on hand so 
that on the way home all I have 
to do is stop and get two things, 
like fresh salmon and carrots. I 
don’t have to stop at four differ- 
ent stores to get what I need just 
to make dinner. 

Why is having good equipment 
so vital? 

It’s like a surgeon having the right 
instruments. I just think a food pro- 
cessor makes it easier; sharp knives 
make it easier to cook. I don’t have 
a million different pieces of spe- 
cialized equipment — I just like 
to have the basics. White plates, 
a stack of sheet pans, a good juic- 
er: These are things I use over and 
over again. 

Do people overcomplicate things 
when hosting a dinner party? 

The biggest entertaining mistake 
that people make is that they feel 
like they have to impress people, 
and, in fact, it’s just the opposite. 
You have to do things that make 
people feel really comfortable. 
That makes the best party. When 
it’s easy for the hostess, everyone 
is relaxed, and I think that’s the 
setting for a better party.
